Also, if boats are far 
enough apart one may signal 
to change course, which would 
be “green to red or red to 
green”.

M aking good enlargements is 
an art that can be acquired like 
m any other skills— with knowl­ 
edge and practice. Knowledge can 
be obtained by (11 trial and er­ 
ror, < 2) watching an expert and 
(3) from written instructions. A f­ 
ter understanding the principles 
and the processes involved in en­ 
larging, it will still be necessary 
to undergo a period of practice 
with its trials and errors until 
final success comes.

camera fans are about to tackle 
this phase of photography be­ 
cause they were given enlargers 
as Christm as gifts. They will find 
it especially helpful to consult a 
new book by an expert, “ The 
Practical W ay 
to Perfect E n ­ 
largements” 
by 
Joseph 
Foldes 
(Cam era Craft Publ., 95 M inna 
St., 
San 
Francisco). 
He 
gives 
step-by-step instruction on 
all 
phases of the complete process 
and illustrates his points with 
more than 350 photos and dia­ 
grams. 
Perfect enlargements are pos­ 
sible only with good equipment 
so the first thing to do, says 
Foldes, is to test the new, or 
even your old, enlarger. It should 
be rigid, aligned properly and in 
good 
optical 
and 
mechanical 
working order. 
T O T E S T the rigidity, tighten 


all controls then press down the 


baseboard with one hand and try 
to move the top of the upright 
post with the other. It should 
not wobble. G et hold of the post 
next and try to move the head of 
the enlarger with the other hand. 
This, too, should feel solid. F i ­ 
nally, hold the enlarger head and 
try to move the lensboard up and 
dow?n, not by the focusing mech­ 
anism but by grasping the lens. 
There should be no play in the 
lens board. 


To test the alignment, use a 
carpenter’s level. 
Pu t 
the en­ 
larger on a flat working surface 
and check the level on the base­ 
board in both directions, length 
and width, until it is horizohtal. 
After that, the negative career 
and the lens should also be hori­ 
zontal if the enlarger is aligned 
properly. 


You can use a small sheet of 
glass to test the negative carrier 
if there is no protruding part on 
which to rest the level. Insert the 


glass in the negative carrier and 
put the level on the part sticking 
out. 


Perfect alignment is necessary. 
Otherwise it would be impossible 
to get sharp focus on all areas of 
a negative. 


Y O U CAN test the enlarger 


illum ination by projecting a neg­ 


ative to an 11" x 14" size. Make 


it sharp, then remove the nega­ 


tive and observe the light on 


white paper. There should be no 


"hot spots.” Pu t your exposure 
meter in the center, with its sen­ 
sitive 
cell 
upwards. 
Note 
the 
reading. Then move the meter 
into each corner and see if there 
is any fluctuation. A slight fall­ 
ing off is normal, but a consider­ 
able difference indicates the light 


distribution in the enlarger is 


faulty. This test should be made 


with the light source which has 
been recommended by the m anu­ 
facturer.

Examine Potted Plant Roots 
Before Transplanting Again 


1. Plant cuthbertson and regu­ 
lar spencer sweet peas now for 
late spring bloom.

Some plants can grow happily 
in the same pots for years, others 
with more adventurous roots re­ 
quire frequent repotting. 
The best way to tell if a plant 
needs repotting is to examine its 
root ball from time to time. 
To remove a plant from its pot 
without breaking the soil ball, 
water the soil and let it soak in 
thoroughly, then turn the pot 
upside down, holding the plant 
as shown in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. 
Tap 
the 
pot 
gently on the edge of a table or 
some 
solid 
object. 
Tins 
will 
loosen the soil ball and it will 
slide out of the pot. 
A POT-BOUND plant w i t h 
roots so numerous they form a 
network mi the outside of the 
soil ball, as illustrated, indicates 
that the plant needs more room 
and should be repotted in a 
larger container. 
Roots that have become mat­ 


ted, 
should 
be 
gently 
disen­ 
tangled, as shown in the Garden- 
Graph. Use a small, pointed stick 
for this purpose, or a long-tilled 
kitchen fork. 
Do not make the mistake of 
repotting a plant in a pot that 
is entirely too large for it, even 
if the plant is extremely root- 
bound. A pot one size larger 
than the one which formerly 
held the plant is a safe rule. 
NEW PORUS pots should be 
soaked in water for a day before 
being used. If this is not done, 
the new pot will rob the plant 
of needed moisture. 
Cover the hole in the bottom 
of the pot with a piece or two 
of 
broken 
flower-pot, concave 
sides down. Over this, place a 
layer of small stones. Place a 
little comport soil on top of tins 
drainage material and make firm 
before the plant is placed m 
position. Have the old roit bail 
about a half inch below the soil 
surface when the potting i& com­ 
pleted.

Backyard Debris A Valuable 


Source For Making Humus 


By NORVELL GILLESPIE 
Garden Columnist 
Right in your own backyard 
you can manufacture a most 
valuable source of humus <T call 
it “gardener’s gold”), by making 
a compost heap. The ingredients 
are the lawn clippings, hedge 
trimmings, vegetable waste from 
your kitchen, and other green, 
leafy debris from your garden. 
THESE, when piled up and al­ 
lowed to rot, form a synthetic 
manure from the action of bac­ 
teria on vegetable matter within 
the pile. The expense is prac­ 
tically nothing, and the result 
is an excellent soil conditioner 
and a cleaner, neater yard. 
It’s true that you have seen— 
anl perhaps smelled — compost 
heaps that may have been a bit 
offensive. The secret of avoid­ 
ing strong ammonia fumes is to 
soak each 6-inch layer of com­ 
post with a diluted 26 per cent 
calcium 
polysulphide 
solution. 
Dilute it at the rate of one pint 
to 15 gallons of water. 
This 
chemical 
traps 
the 
ammonia 
fumes, makes them non-smelly, 
and enriches the compost. 
Some 
peop-e 
add 
chemical 
plant foods to add fertility Oth­ 
ers prefer a 10-5-5 liquid fish 
fertilizer high in nitrogen, be­ 
cause it is organic. Ortho-Gro 
is an excellent example. Sprinkle 
each 6-inch layer with this ma­ 
terial—preferably about a week 
after the 26 per cent calcium 
polysulphide has been applied. 
SELECT 
a portion of 
your 
yard, perhaps behind a hedge 
or the garage, which is close to 
water and a working area. Ttie 


size of your heap depends on the 
size of your garden, but be sure 
not to pile your garden and kit­ 
chen scraps any higher 
than 
three to five feet, because the 
compost will need to be turned 
and mixed about with a shovel 
about once a month. A good size 
is 3 feet wide by 10 feet long. 
More and more people are buy­ 
ing compost grinders. These elec­ 
trically powered machines, such 
as the Wichita-Wonder Grinder, 
reduce heavy stalks, corn cobs, 
sod. bricks etc. into a mixture 
that rots easy and fast. 
These machines literally pay 
for themselves i . a season or 
two. Cost runs aroudnd the S125 
to $150 bracket. 
ONCE YOU begin your heap, 
spread 
the 
greens 
(clippings, 
etc.) over the compost site and 
press the layer of debris down 
with your foot. 
When the layer 
is 6 inches or so in thickness, 
apply the diluted chemical solu­ 
tion. Cover with about an inch 
of topsoil and soak with water. 
Start your second layer, follow­ 
ing the same process. 
Decomposition takes 3 to 12 
months, depending upon whether 
the materials were ground up 
first, moisture (plenty is need­ 
ed), type of material used (avoid 
branches, tin cans, large mature 
weeds and diseased plants), and 
air temperature (the warmer the 
better). Try to keep two or three 
piles in “production" at all times. 
IN REMOVING the compost, 
make a clean, vertical slice with 
your spade through the pile. The 
removed 
portion will crumble 
but the pile will remain intact.

Backyard Debris A Valuable 
Source For Making Humus

Rig ht in y o ur o wn backy ard 
y o u can manufacture a mo st 
v aluable so urce o f humus (I call 
it “ g ardener’s g o ld” ), by making 
a co mpo st heap. The ing redients 
are the lawn clipping s, hedg e 
trimming s, v eg etable waste fro m 
y o ur kitchen, and o ther g reen, 
leafy debris fro m y o ur g arden. 
THESE, when piled up and al­ 
lo wed to ro t, fo rm a sy nthetic 
manure fro m the actio n o f bac­ 
teria o n v eg etable matter within 
the pile. The ex pense is prac­ 
tically no thing , and the result 
15 an ex cellent so il co nditio ner 
and a cleaner, neater y ard. 
It’s true that y o u hav e seen— 
anl perhaps smelled — co mpo st 
heaps that may hav e been a bit 
o ffensiv e. The secret o f av o id­ 
ing stro ng ammo nia fumes is to 
so ak each 6 -inch lay er o f co m­ 
po st with a diluted 26 per cent 
calcium 
po ly sulphide 
so lutio n. 
Dilute it at the rate o f o ne pint 
to 15 g allo ns o f water. 
This 
chemical 
traps 
the 
ammo nia 
fumes, makes them no n-snielly , 
and enriches the co mpo st. 
So me 
peo ple 
add 
chemical 
plant fo o ds to add fertility Oth­ 
ers prefer a 10-5 -5 liquid fish 
fertilizer hig h in nitro g en, be­ 
cause it is o rg anic. Ortho -Gro 
is an ex cellent ex ample. Sprinkle 
each 6 -inch lay er with this ma­ 
terial—preferably abo ut a week 
after the 26 per cent calcium 
po ly sulphide has been applied. 
SELECT 
a 
po rtio n o f 
y o ur 
y ard, perhaps behind a hedg e 
o r the g arag e, which is clo se to 
water and a wo rking area. The 


size o f y o ur heap depends o n the 
size o f y o ur g arden, but be sure 
no t to pile y o ur g arden and kit­ 
chen scraps any hig her than 
three to fiv e feet, because the 
co mpo st will need to be turned 
and mix ed abo ut with a sho v el 
abo ut o nce a mo nth. A g o o d size 
is 3 feet wide by 10 feet lo ng . 
Mo re and mo re peo ple are buy ­ 
ing co mpo st g rinders. These elec­ 
trically po wered machines, such 
as the Wichita-Wo nder Grinder, 
reduce heav y stalks, co rn co bs, 
so d. bricks etc. into a mix ture 
that ro ts easy and fast. 
These machines literally pay 
fo r themselv es i . a seaso n o r 
two . Co st runs aro udnd the $125 
to $15 0 bracket. 
ONCE YOU beg in y o ur heap, 
spread 
the 
g reens 
(clipping s, 
etc.) o v er the co mpo st site and 
press the lay er o f debris do wn 
with y o ur fo o t. 
When the lay er 
is 6 inches o r so in thickness, 
apply the diluted chemical so lu­ 
tio n. Co v er with abo ut an inch 
o f to pso il and so ak with water. 
Start y o ur seco nd lay er, fo llo w­ 
ing the same pro cess. 
Deco mpo sitio n takes 3 to 12 
mo nths, depending upo n whether 
the materials were g ro und up 
first, mo isture (plenty is need­ 
ed), ty pe o f material used (av o id 
branches, tin cans, larg e mature 
weeds and diseased plants), and 
air temperature (the warmer the 
better). Try to keep two o r three 
piles in “ pro ductio n" at all times. 
IN REMOVING the co mpo st, 
make a clean, v ertical slice with 
y o ur spade thro ug h the pile. The 
remo v ed 
po rtio n 
will crumble 
but the pile will remain intact.
